The taking of testimony 
in 
the 
Christie inquest was concluded' Satur- 
lay afternoon by the examination, on 
the part of Acting Coroner Rose, of 
George Peach. R. J. Marshall, Harvey 
McHenry, councilmen, and John A. 
George, city engineer. 
Councilman George Peach was the 
first witness called and he was exam­ 
ined by Justice Rose. Mr. Peach said 
he had resided in East Liverpool for 
50 years; had been a member of coun­ 
cil for eight years. He didn’t know 
Jhat there were any more restrictions 
in the Grandview extension franchise 
Oran in that to Pleasant Heights, al­ 
though the ordinance provided for 
safe cars and provided that the city 
be held blameless for any damages by 
reason of accident 
from 
whatever 
cause. Mr. Peach here read section 5 
of the ordinance, which provides that 
the equipment of the road shall 
be 
modern and up-to-date. There was no 
agreement between the council and the 
ompany other than the ordinance. To 
the best of his recollection the council 
never had an agreement with the com­ 
pany in reference to putting in turn­ 
outs as safety switches, although he 
supposed they would be put in; since. 
in his estimation, they were the best 
safeguard against accident and were 
m general use other places where the 
conditions were the same. In fact, he 
bad some talk with both Hoefgen and 
Healy about the placing 
of 
safety 
switched along that extension, hut no 
specific understanding was had. He 
supposed the ordinance covered the 
matter. Prom his 
observation 
anti 
knowledge of the construction of rail­ 
roads on steep grades, witness did not 
think the company had taken all the 
precautions necessary, because the 
timber was of no use whatever. He 
gave as his reason for this that paving 
between the rails was higher than the 
rails themselves, and therefore would 
not have the effect of stopping the 
car had it been dropped. He had rid­ 
den on a number of roads which were 
provided with derailing switches, nota­ 
ble among which was the Mt. Wash­ 
ington hill road and at least three dif­ 
ferent roads in the city of Brooklyn. 
In his judgment the equipment on 
the Grandview extension did not con­ 
form with the requirements of the 
franchise. 
Dr. Ikirt then took the witness and 
in answer to a question with reference 
to the 
safety device placed on the 
car since the accident of last Monday, 
stated that he thought it much more 
safe than the other, as it was beveled 
on one edge and lilied with protruding 
spikes on the under side. 
Witness 
v> then gave a graphic description of the 
Durpose for which a derailing switch 
>s used, and said the purpose was 
to stop a car before It had gained any 


think the car would have came as far 
as it did had the road been provided 
with derailing switches. 
Engineer George was next s^orn 
and was taken in hand by Dr. Ikirt. 
He said the grade for the car line up 
the .road was not fixed by him. He had 
fixed the lines for the street, that was 
all. The original intention had been 
to build the road on tfce west side of 
the street from Wall street to the 
top of the hill. The location had been 
changed several times, however, be­ 
fore it was finally fixed, the reason 
given by officials of the company be­ 
ing that they wished to avoid the ex 
pense of grading as much as possible, 
especially where the cutoffs were to 
be placed. He had never made any 
drawings for derailing switches. The 
location of the road had been changed 
each time at the instance of Healy. 
It was here brought out by some 
questions applied by Attorney Thomp­ 
son that there had been objections on 
the part of councilmen, as well as 
Healy as to the location of the track 
oil the west side of the road, and also 
that Mr. Healy’s objections to some 
of the locations were based upon the 
amount of paving the company would 
be compelled to do. 
Dr. Ikirt again took the witness. Mr. 
George said it was customary on all] 
railroads to elevate the outer rail at 
a curve.

The taking of testimony 
in 
the 
Christie inquest was concluded' Satur- 
lay afternoon by the examination, on 
ihe part of Acting Coroner Rose, of 
George Peach, R. J. Marshall. Harvey 
McHenry, councilmen, and John 
A. 
George, city engineer. 
Councilman George Peach was the 
drst witness called and he was exam­ 
ined by Justice Rose. Mr. Peach said 
he had resided in E ast Liverpool for 
50 years; had been a member of coun­ 
cil for eight years. 
He didn’t know 
..hat there were any' more restrictions 
in the Grandview extension franchise 
•Jhan in that to Pleasant Heights, al­ 
though the ordinance 
provided 
for 
safe cars and provided that the city 
he held blameless for any damages by 
reason of accident 
from 
whatever 
<;ause. Mr. Peach here read section 5 
of the ordinance, which provides that 
the equipment of the road shall 
be 
modern and up-to-date. There was no 
agreement between the council and the 
ompany other than the ordinance. To 
the best of his recollection the council 
never had an agreement with the com­ 
pany in reference to putting in turn­ 
outs as safety switches, although he 
supposed they ■would be put in; since, 
in his estimation, they were the best 
safeguard against accident and w*ere 
rn general use other places where the 
conditions were the same. In fact, he 
had some talk with both Hoefgen and 
"Healy about the placing 
of 
safety 
switcher along that extension, but no 
specific understanding was had. 
He 
supposed the ordinance covered the 
matter. From his 
observation 
and 
knowledge of the construction of rail­ 
roads on steep grades, witness did not 
think the company had taken all the 
precautions necessary, because the 
limber was of no use whatever. 
He 
gave as his reason for this that paving 
between the rails was higher than the 
rails themselves, and therefore would the ordinance, 
not have the effect of stopping the 
car had it been dropped. He bad rid­ 
den on a number of roads which were 
provided with derailing switches, nota­ 
ble among which was the Mt. Wash- 
’ngton hill road and at least three dif­ 
ferent roads in the city of Brooklyn. 
En his judgment the 
equipment 
on 
the Grandview extension did not con­ 
form with the requirements 
of the 
franchise. 
T>r. Ikirt then took the witness and 
’n answer to a question with reference 
to the 
safety device placed on the 
car since the accident of last Monday, 
stated that he thought it much more 
sate than the other, as it was beveled 
'’n one edge and filled with protruding 
spikes on the under side. 
Witness 
then gave a graphic description of the 
Repose for which a derailing switch 
used, and said the purpose was 
to stop a car before It had gained any 


considerable amount of 
momentum. 
He bad talked to officials of the com­ 
pany about putting these in and had 
been informed they could be placed 
after the road was built. 
Asked the probable age of the ven­ 
erable car No. 7, witness said he didn’t 
know, but it was one of the oldest in 
the service of the company. He would 
not consider it a modern equipment 
fitted with the proper appliances. 
Attorney Thompson, who represent­ 
ed the company, asked Mr. Peach con­ 
cerning the machinery and was told, 
as far as he knew, the machinery was 
all right, and the 
modern structure 
was all right with the exception that 
it lacked paint. 
In answer to a question put by Dr. 
Ikirt witness asserted that he did not 
think the car would have came as far 
as it did had the road been provided 
with derailing switches. 
Engineer George was 
next s^vorn 
and was taken in hand by Dr. Ikirt. 
He said the grade for the car line up 
the road was not fixed by him. He had 
fixed the lines for the street, that was 
all. 
The original intention had been 
to build the road on tfce west side of 
the street from Wall street to the 
top of the hill. The location had been 
changed several times, however, 
be­ 
fore it was finally fixed, the reason 
given by officials of the company be­ 
ing that they wished to avoid the ex­ 
pense of grading as much as possible, 
especially where the cut-offs were to 
be placed. 
He had never made any 
drawings for derailing switches. The 
location of the road had been changed 
each time at the instance of Healy. 
It was here brought out by some 
questions applied by Attorney Thomp­ 
son that there had been objections on 
the part of councilmen, as well 
as 
Healy as to the location of the track 
on the west side of the road, and also 
that Mr. Healy’s objections to some 
of the locations were based upon the 
amount of paving the company would 
be compelled to do. 
Dr. Ikirt again took the witness. Mr. 
George said it was customary on all 
railroads to elevate the outer rail at 
a curve. The car line was laid before 
the paving was done. He didn’t think 
a grade rail alone would be sufficient 
to hold 
a 
car on the 
track at 
a 
curve. 
The engineer told Attorney Thomp­ 
son that the 
railway 
company had 
conformed to the 
street grade. 
He 
said to the best of his knowledge the 
curve commenced 23 feet above the 
point where the car left the track. 
Mr. George explained 
to 
Justice 
Rose the degree of grade from the 
Horn switch to North street at the top 
of the hill. It showed that the aver­ 
age percentage of grade per IOO feet 
the whole way up was about nine feet. 
Harvey McHenry was called and Dr. 
Ikirt asked a few questions. Witness 
was familiar with the provisions of 
He 
said 
he 
knew 
about what the requirements and re­ 
strictions were for the establishment 
of the Grandview extension. He knew 
there was no turn-outs on the line, al­ 
though he had understood they were 
to be placed there. 
This 
however, 
was not through any definite agree­ 
ment, but merely his understanding 
from what had been said by the offi­ 
cials of the company. . He was sure 
the members of council were given to 
understand the company would take 
care of the public In an acceptable 
manner. 
• 
It was his opinion the car in use on 
the extension at the time of the acci­ 
dent was not safe on a wet or icy rail 
—no ordinary car would be. He was 
not able to say whether it 
was 
a 
good and sufficient 
equipment with 
modern appliances, as he did not know 
what constituted 
modern appliances. 
He did not think the car would have 


run into the house had the line been 
equipped with safety switches. 
Iii answer to Attorney 
Thompson 
McHenry said he did not consider any 
car safe on a slippery rail. 
He told Justice Rose his knowledge 
of the use of derailing switches was 
limited. 
McHenry admitted to Dr. Ikirt that 
the amount of damage done to a run­ 
away car would depend, iii his estima­ 
tion, upon the velocity of the same. 
Dr. R. J. Marshall was called and 
told Dr. Ikirt that his understanding 
had been that the line would be prop­ 
erly equipped. 
Manager Healy 
had 
made some 
reference 
to 
derailing 
switches, 
together 
with 
a 
clutch 
brake. These were his understanding 
of modern improvements. He thought | 
Mr. Healy wanted the 
track located) 
on the west side of the road in order 
that these appliances could be 
more 
readily added. He did not know any­ 
thing about the age of the car. 
In 
his opinion the 
accident would not 
have happened if his understanding of 
a derailing switch was 
correct, and 
they had been in working order there

At the conclusion of the examina­ 
tion of Dr. Marshall, Justice Rose said 
he believed he would call Dr.

of street car matters, lie said he had. 
Asked if he had not appeared before 
council on some occasions, he said he 
had. 
In response to the question to 
'explain how he came to be involved in 
the matter originally and 
his

he 
said 
his object then as now was 
to 
get 
more and better street car facilities. 
That it was deemed desirable to ex­ 
tend the Southside car line from its 
terminus into the 
center of the city 
at the Diamond. 
He formed the pro­ 
ject, as did others, but it was found 
difficult to obtain the consent of own­ 
ers of property abutting on the streets 
desired. He then interested himself to 
get the 
right of way and found 
it 
could only be obtained-under certain 
conditions and was told if he would 
look after the interests of property 
owners and see that the franchise was 
so drawn as to stipulate the condition 
the right of way would be given. He 
agreed to do so, and thus became In­ 
terested in the beginning and subse­ 
quently when the franchise was viola­ 
ted. 
The ordinance that provided for the 
extension of the Southside line 
was 
also embraced the right to construct 
the line from the Diamond to River­ 
view cemetery, and in both instances 
the conditions of the ordinances gov­ 
erning had been departed from by the 
Liverpool railway company. 
Cross examined by Attorney Thomp­ 
son he said he also had a personal in­ 
terest in having the East Liverpool 
line extended into the Diamond from 
Second street, as all business property 
would be benefite along the line if the 


stipulations were lived up to. 
Asked 
why he did not have 
a 
grievance 
against Mr. Healy, he said, as an indi­ 
vidual he had not. but as the repre­ 
sentative of a misardly 
corporation 
that had not proper regard for the con­ 
venience or safety of the people and 
less for the ordinance, which 
they 
had openly violated, he had a griev­ 
ance both as an individual and as a 
citizen interested in the improvement 
of present conditions. 
Asked if this 
was why he had taken an active part 
in this inquest he said yes,' and 
he

This inquest would never have been 
necessary had the company lived up to 
the requirements of the franchise. 
The acting coroner here announced 
he would takeno more evidence in the 
inquest and explained at some length 
what he would necessarily have 
to 
deliberate upon In order to reach and 
render an opinion. This, coupled with 
the fact that some deity would be oc­ 
casioned* while the 
stenographer ar­ 
ranged 
the 
evidence in a readable 
form, would make it a week or IO days 
before a verdict would be rendered. 
Dr. Ikirt and Attorney Brookes will 
submit briefs to the 
court setting 
forth their respective claims, which 
will also be considered by the acting 
coroner.

Rev. Charles W. Swan was present 
and addressed a very appreciative aud. 
ience on Sunday evening, at the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church, East 
End, 
his theme being “China.” 
Mr. Swan has been in the Chinese 
mission work for the past seven years, 
being stationed for the greater por­ 
tion of that time at Lien Chow,, but 
more recently at Sam K ong, both in 
the province of Canton. 
The speaker gave his audience 
a 
good insight into the origin of the 
present difficulties in 
the 
Celestial 
empire, which, he said, was not mere­ 
ly an 
anti-Christian 
demonstration, 
but more particularly an anti foreign 
affair. He also said the Chinese were 
not wholly without a basis, reasona­ 
ble at least to themselves, for their 
anti-foreign feelings, because of the 
outgrowth of the English and French 
wars. 
These feelings have been en­ 
gendered for years and dwelt upon 
and magnified, so that, when railroads 
were projected or other measures of 
progress proposed, the people were 
prepared for strenuous opposition. 
The empress dowager Is a usurper 
having reigned 
simply 
during the 
rightful ruler’s minority and when that 
was attained, the reins of government 
were handed over to him. Two years 
ago, however, she usurped the throne 
and, calling to her aid unscrupulous 
politicians, set in motion such meas- 
urea as she deemed would crush out 
all foreigners, among whom, of course, 
are included the Christian missionar­ 
ies. Kong Si, the rightful emperor, Is 
A progressive man who is in favor of 
reform. Indeed there are many men 
in China, particularly in the Southern 
provinces who would hail with delight 
the introduction of western civiliza­ 
tion. 
In fact the day seems to be dawn­ 
ing, if Indeed it may not have already 
dawned, when the people of China 
will see better days, for 
they are 
awake, and there is scarcely a prov­ 
ince In the whole empire that has not 
in some manner, directly or indirect­ 
ly, been touched by the gospel, either 
through the preaching of the word or 
through 
the 
medical missionary, 
whom he characterized as a most po­ 
tent power for good in that land, aa 
in all heathen lands, and the people 
in America ought to be willing to gi\e 
bountifully of their means in order 
to further this great work. 
Mr. Swan believes that instead of 
the work being curtailed by reason 
of the present uprising, much greater 
effort will be put forth 
and 
much 
greater success achieved 
after the 
sm oke of the present conflict 
has 
cleared away. He paid a glowing tri­ 
b u te 
to the* position taken by the 
government of the United States, and 
claimed that Minister Conger and Mr. 
Rockwell were both men of great wis­ 
dom and practical experience, and the 
government could well afford to g i't 
them large liberty in the settlement 
of the present difficulties.

The taking of testimony 
in 
the, 
jhristie inquest was concludedJ Satur- 
iay afternoon by the examination, on 
he part of Acting Coroner Rose, of 
George Peach, R. J. Marshall. Harvey 
McHenry, councilmen, and John 
A. 


George, city engineer. 
Councilman George Peach was the 
first witness called and he was exam- 
ned by Justice Rose. Mr. Peach said 
he had resided in East Liverpool for 
50 years; had been a member of coun- 
i' for eight years. 
He didn’t know 
: hat there were any more restrictions 
in the Grandview extension franchise 
ihan in that to Pleasant Heights, 
al­ 
though the ordinance 
provided 
for 
iafe cars and provided that the city 
dc held blameless for any damages by 
reason of accident 
from 
whatever 
a use. Mr. Peach here read section 5 
of the ordinance, which provides that 
the equipment of the road shall 
be 
modern and up-to-date. There was no 
igreenient between the council and the 
•ompany other than the ordinance. 
To 
the best of his recollection tho council 
never had an agreem ent with the com­ 
pany in reference to putting in turn­ 
outs as safety switches, although he 
supposed they would be put in; since, 


in his estimation, they were the best 
safeguard against accident and weie 
in general use other places where the 
conditions were the same. In fact, he 
flail some talk w’itb both Hoefgen and 
Healy about the placing 
of 
safety 
8'witched along that extension, but no 
specific understanding was 
had. 
He 
supposed the ordinance covered tho 
matter. From his 
observation 
and 
knowledge of the construction of rail­ 
roads on steep grades, witness did not 
think the company had taken all the 
precautions necessary, because the 
timber was of no use whatever. 
He 
gave as his reason for this that paving 
between the rails was higher than the 
rails themselves, and therefore would 
not have 
the effect of stopping 
the 
car had it been dropped. He had rid­ 
den on a number of roads which were 
provided with derailing switches, nota­ 
ble among which was the Mt. W ash* 
ington hill road and at least three dif­ 
ferent roads in the city of Brooklyn. 
In his judgm ent the 
equipment 
on 
the Grandview extension did not con­ 
form with the requirements 
of 
the 
franchise. 
Dr. Iklrt then took the witness and 
in answer to a question with reference 
to the 
safety device placed on the 
car since the accident of last Monday, 
stated that he thought it much more 
**fe than the other, as It was beveled 
^ one edge and filled with protruding 
spikes on the under side. 
W itness 
then gave a graphic description of the 
t>Jirpose for which a derailing switch 
>3 used, and said the purpose was 
to stop a car before It had gained any 


considerable amount of 
momentum. 
He had talked to officials of the com­ 
pany about putting these in and had 
been informed they could he placed 
after the road was built. 
Asked the probable age of the ven­ 
erable car No. 7, witness said he didn t 
know, but it was one of the oldest in 
the service of the company. He would 
not consider it a modern equipment 
fitted with the proper appliances. 
Attorney Thompson, who represent­ 
ed the company, asked Mr. Peach con­ 
cerning the machinery and was told, 
as far as he knew, the machinery was 
all right, and the 
modern structure 
was all right with the exception that 
it lacked paint. 
In answer to a question put by Dr. 
Ikirt witness asserted that he did not 
think the car would have came as far, 
as It did had the road been provided 
with derailing switches. 
Engineer George was 
next sworn 
and was taken in hand by Dr. Ikirt. 
He said the grade for the car line up 
the road was not fixed by him. He had 
fixed the lines for the street, that was 
all. 
The original intention had been 
to build the road on the west side of 
the street from Wail street to the 
top of the hill. The location had been 
changed several times, however, 
be­ 
fore it was finally fixed, the reason 
given by officials of the company be­ 
ing that they wished to avoid the ex­ 
pense of grading as much as possible, 
especially where the cut-offs were to 
be placed. 
He had never made any 
drawings for derailing switches. The 
location of the road had been changed 
each time at the instance of Healy. 
It was here brought out by some 
questions applied by Attorney Thomp­ 
son that there had been objections on 
the part of councilmen, as well 
as 
Healy as to the location of the track 
on the west side of the road, and also 
that Mr. Healy’s objections to some 
of the locations were based upon the 
amount of paving the company would 
be compelled to do. 
Dr. Ikirt again took the witness. Mr. 
George said it was customary on all 
railroads to elevate the outer rail at 
a curve. The car line was laid before 
the paving was done. He didn’t think 
a grade rail alone would be sufficient 
to hold 
a 
car on the 
track at 
a 
curve. 
The engineer told Attorney Thomp­ 
son that the 
railway 
company had 
conformed to the 
street grade. 
He 
said to the best of his knowledge the 
curve commenced 23 feet above the 
point where the car left the track. 
Mr. George explained 
to 
Justice 
Rose the degree of grade from the 
Horn switch to North street at the top 
of the hill. 
It showed that the aver­ 
age percentage of grade per IOO feet 
the whole way up was about nine feet. 
Harvey McHenry was called and Dr. 
Ikirt asked a few questions. 
Witness 
was familiar with the provisions of 
the ordinance. 
He 
said 
he 
knew 
about what the requirements and re­ 
strictions were for the establishment 
of the Grandview extension. He knew 
there was no turn-outs on the line, al­ 
though 
he had understood they were 
to he placed there. 
This 
however, 
was not through any definite agree­ 
ment, but 
merely his understanding 
from what bad been said by the offi­ 
cials of the company. . He was Bure 
the members of council were given to 
understand the company would take 
care of tho public In an acceptable 
manner. 
It was his opinion the car in use on 
the extension at the time of the acct 
dent was not safe on a wet or Icy rail 
—no ordinary car would be. 
He was 
not able to say whether It 
was 
a 
good and sufficient 
equipment 
with 
modern appliances, as he did not know 
what constituted 
modern appliances. 
He did not think the car would have 


run into the house had the line been 
equipped with safety switches. 
In answer to Attorney 
Thompson 
McHenry said he did not consider any 
car safe on a slippery rail. 
He told Justice Rose his knowledge 
of the use of derailing switches was 
limited. 
McHenry admitted to Dr. Ikirt that 
the amount of damage done to a run­ 
away car would depend, iii his estima­ 
tion, upon the velocity of the same. 
Dr. R. J. Marshall was called and 
told Dr. Ikirt that his understanding 
had been that the line would be prop­ 
erly 
equipped. 
Manager Healy 
had 
made some 
reference 
to 
derailing 
switches, 
together 
with 
a 
clutch 
brake. These were his understanding 
of modern improvements. He thought j 
Mr. Healy wanted the 
track located j 
on the west side of the road in order 
that these appliances could be 
more 
readily added. 
He did not know any­ 
thing about the age of the car. 
In 
his opinion the 
accident would not 
have happened if his understanding of 
a derailing switch was 
correct, and 
they had been in working order there 
on the day of the accident. He did 
not think the road was fitted 
with 
good and modern equipment. 
At the conclusion of the examina­ 
tion of Dr. Marshall, Justice Rose said 
he believed he would call Dr. 
Iklrt 
and in substance the following devel­ 
oped: 
Asked if he had not in the past 
been involved in some controversies 


stipulations were lived up to. 
Asked 
why he did not have 
a 
grievance 
against Mr. Healy, he said, as an indi­ 
vidual he had not, but as the repre­ 
sentative of a misardly 
corporation 
that had not proper regard for the con­ 
venience or safety of the people and 
less for the ordinance, which 
they 
had openly violated, he had a griev­ 
ance both as an individual anti as a 
citizen interested in the improvement 
of present conditions. 
Asked if 
this 
was why he had taken an active part 
in this inquest he said yes, 
and 
he 
would likely continues his interest un­ 
til there was improvement in condi­ 
tions. and quite likely to the extent 
of going into court regarding violation 
of franchise, which is for that reason 
already forfeited. 
This inquest would never have been 
necessary had the company lived up to 
the requirem ents of the franchise. 
The acting coroner here announced 
he would takeno more evidence in the 
inquest and explained at Borne length 
what he would necessarily have 
to 
deliberate upon in order to reach and 
render an opinion. This, coupled with 
the fact that some delay would be oc­ 
casioned while the 
stenographer ar­ 
ranged 
the 
evidence in a readable 
form, would make it a week or IO days 
before a verdict would be rendered. 
Dr. Ikirt and Attorney Brookes will 
submit briefs to the 
court setting 
forth their respective claims, which 
will also be considered by the acting 
coroner.

SECORD PRESBYTERIAN. 


Rev. Charles W. Swan was prosent 
and addressed a very appreciative 
ience on Sunday evening, at the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church, East Knd 
his theme being "China.” 
Mr. Swan has been in the Chinese 
mission work for the past seven years 
being stationed for the greater peri 
tion of that time at Lien Chow, but 
more recently at Sam Kong, both in 
the province of Canton. 
The speaker gave his audience a 
good insight into the origin of the 
present difficulties in 
the 
Celestial 
empire, which, he said, was not mere- 
ly an 
anti-Christian 
demonstration, 
but more particularly an anti foreign 
affair. He also said the Chinese were 
not wholly without a basis, reasona­ 
ble at least to themselves, for their 
anti-foreign feelings, because of the 
outgrowth of the English and French 
wars. 
These feelings have been en­ 
gendered for years and dwelt upon 
and magnified, so that, when railroads 
were projected or other measures of 
progress proposed, the people were 
prepared for strenuous opposition. 
The empress dowager is a usurper 
having reigned 
simply 
during the 
rightful ruler’s minority and when that 
was attained, the reins of government 
were handed over to him. Two years 
ago, however, she usurped the throne 
and, calling to ber aid unscrupulous 
politicians, set in motion such meas­ 
ures as she deemed would crush out 
all foreigners, among whom, of course, 
are included the Christian missionar­ 
ies. Kong Si, the rightful emperor, is 
a progressive man who is in favor of 
reform. 
Indeed there are many men 
in China, particularly in the Southern 
provinces who would hail with delight 
the introduction of western civiliza­ 
tion. 
In fact the day seems to be dawn­ 
ing, if indeed it may not have already 
dawned, when the people of China 
will see better days, for 
they are 
awake, and there is scarcely a prov­ 
ince in the whole empire that has not 
in some manner, directly or indirect­ 
ly, been touched by the gospel, either 
through the preaching of the word or 
through 
the 
medical 
missionary, 
whom he characterized as a most po­ 
tent power for good in that land, as 
in all heathen lands, and the people 
in America ought to be willing to give 
bountifully of their means in order 
to further this great work.
